Although It was moonlight he had to 
keep a sharp lookout to see where he 
was going and the reflection of the 
trees on the water made his task all 
the harder, as the shadows were very 
deceptive.

small for the last month and the water 
has reached almost to the lowest point 
n years. Flats and ledges along the 
JMerrimack river- which are seldom un- 
covered are now disclosed at each end 
after the mills of Lowell have been 
given their weekly supply. 
It Is reported that customary places 


for drinking in many pastures have 
run dry and cattle have to be driven 
to water at some other point. Wells 
on farms have also dried up, requiring, 
in 
some instances, 
that water be 


hauled. 


Water is ten feet below the crest of 


the spillway at tho Clinton reservoir. 


It was stated at tho ofllco of tho 


Locks & Canals company that tho rain- 
fall for September, 191-1, was the low- 
est in 60 years, .• but 
tho Merrlmack 


river has been as low as at present fivo 
times In the last ten years. 


The rainfall for September, 1314, was 


0.126 inches and the next lowest recora 
for that month dates back to 1877. Tho 
rainfall in September, 1S77, was 0.247 
inches. 


The conclusion to he drawn is that 


should October prove as dry as Sep- 
tember, all previous low water marks 
would be beaten in tho Merrlmack.
